It is now recognized hy every 
stadBhJhis union, and by e«erv 
nav ^‘lipon the earth, that the 
freo education of the people is in¬ 
dustrially profitable to the coin- 
moDweallh. The universal verdict 
of all history is, that man's power 
and capacity as a wealth producer 
is multiplied in direct proportion 
to his education and traiuiug.— 
.Tames B. Frazier. 


It is no longer disputed that the 
wealth, the power, the greatuess 
and the success of a nat'on are 
proportioned upon the degree of 
education that it possesses. The 
same rule applies to communities 

Sometimes we hear it said that 
our people are too poor to increase 
their taxos. The fact is, they are 
often too poor not to increase them. 

Twenty years ago Denmark whs 
one of the poorest kingdoms in Eu¬ 
rope. Today iu the per capita 
wealth of the people it is, with one 
exception, the richest; and in the 
general distribution of wealth it 
stunds first. 

Theso results have boon brought 
about through the improvement of 
its schools, and its schools have 
been improved by higher taxes. 

The Danish peasants have taxed 
themselves until they hove made 
themselves rich. 

It has been too common a polit¬ 
ical doctrine that which levies the 
smuMost taxes. The future will 
modify that doctriue and teach 
that liberal taxatiou, fairly levied 
and properly applied, is tne chief 
work of a civilized people. The 
savage pays no tax.— Chaki.kj* D. 
McIveii. 

“No community is made poorer 
in avoruge weulth hy levying a lo¬ 
cal tax on its own property to he 
expended on its own schools. The 
teachers will spend most of their 
salaries iu the community, and lo¬ 
cal mechanics will spend at home 
what is paid them for the erection 
of buildinga. The increased capa-. 
city of the children for future use¬ 


fulness would, however, more than 
pay the increased tax sere all of 
it to bo expend“d outside of the 
community. And, besides, locsl 
taxation t> -mellow giv»s the people 
of ewry community which levie. 
such u tux an increased interest 
in tin :r scnools.’* 


“Your children can not receive 
-the iruining "Inch is theirs by 
| right iu our three to five month* 
schools. They will not have equal 
opportunities to succeed when they 
come into competition with hoys 
nod girls who have gone to nine 
months schools." 

“A reasonable local tax for the 
support of public schools is a good 
thing for a man without property 
and children, hut it is u belter 
thing for the man with property, 
whether he has children to educate 
or not. This is true, because tax¬ 
ation for education insure* ulti¬ 
mately first class schools, and it 
is tin- history of good schools that 
t ht-v cause s direct increase of from 
26 to 00% in the value of property 
and n greater increase in the intel¬ 
ligence of the citizens of a commu¬ 
nity. while crime and poser tv are 
lessened. This statement can b« 
verified by those who cute to in¬ 
vestigate for themselves. 

The people of all communities 
nr-- taxed to build jails and court 
houses, and to prosecute criminals, 
und yet there is hardly ever a word 
of complaint; hut when n small 
tux for education, the greatest 
crime reducer th« world has ever 
known, is proposed, some people 
are opposed to it. 

Willing to be taxed to PUNISH 
crime, and not willing to be taxed 
in a less manner to prevent it! 
Why is this?"
